VARSITY TEAM SWEEPS SECTIONAL 


Football is third in state 


The Andrean defense charges to halt Merrillville’s progress downfield 
during the Homecoming game, leaving them scoreless. 
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The varsity football team finished its season 
only two points short of advancing to semi- 
state. According to Coach Ivan Zimmer, who 
led the team to an extremely strong finish, 
“The seniors. . .of 1991 were very instrumen- 
tal in leading the team to new heights on the 
gridiron — a 10-2 record and to the ‘Elite 
Eight!”’ Only perennial football power Hobart 
was able to defeat the Mighty Niners, edging 
them out of a regional victory with a score of 
14-13. 

Highlights of the season included the 3-0 
Homecoming victory over Merrillville. Andre- 
an retained dominance over the Pirates in the 
Battle of Broadway during the televised game, 
topping off Homecoming festivities with a vic- 
tory. At the sectional game against Highland, 
fans perched on the edge of the bleachers and 
spilled out onto the field when tension gave 
way to relief as Andrean's defense halted 
Highland’s scoring drive, ending the quadru- 
ple overtime with a final score of 48-40. An- 
drean led for most of the regional game versus 
Hobart. The loss was a small disappointment 
in light of the team’s outstanding perfor- 
mance. 

Special awards and recognition went to 
Shawn Lemmons for Most Valuable Player 
and Most Versatile, Etinnie Burnett for Best 
Defensive Lineman with 100+ tackles, Eric De- 
laney for Best Newcomer, Gordon Doolin for 
Most Coachable, Steve Jimenez for Best Of- 
fensive Lineman, Tony Macielak for Pride, 
Hustle, and Desire, Brian Mish for Leadership, 
Tim Puntillo for Academic MVP, Jeff Pszonka 
for Best Specialist, Rob Rongers for Best Re- 
ceiver, and Solomon Barnes for Mental At- 
titude. Said Coach Zimmer and the football 
staff, “The award winners and the ‘unsung’ 
heroes did an outstanding job inspiring the 
team. Their work ethic on and off the field was 
superb. Each of the seniors will be missed as a 
player and as a person. This special group has 
left a legacy of excellence with back-to-back 
sectional championships. The underclassmen 
participated measurably in our success. They 
must now shoulder the ‘mantle of excellence’ 
and take the program a notch higher. Thanks 
for the memories, all the hard work, fun, and 
thrills. We will all remember the victories. God 
bless you on the journey of life.”

Review 

Two changes in reporting grades affected Andrean 
students. Students breathed a sigh of relief when the 
school adopted a new grading scale setting lower per- 
centages for higher grades. Teachers, however, in- 
creased the difficulty of their tests proportionally. 

Students had mixed feelings about the addition of plus 
and minus signs to the letter grades on report cards. 
Some felt that they gave people a more accurate idea of 
how well they were doing in class, while others claimed 
that it put undue stress on hard-working students and 
had negative connotations to parents. 


Andrean experimented with the administration of for- 
mal exams at the end of the year, deleting any in-class 
exams and adding an hour-long third exam each exam 
day for one-semester electives and foreign languages. 
Many students complained about having to take as 
many as four finals in one day due to conflicts and 
claimed that the longer exam day was too mentally 
draining. 


Senior basketball star Brandon Brantley was selected 
by high school coaches and newspaper writers across 
the state to play in the Indiana All-Star team against the 
Kentucky All-Stars. The only other Andrean student 
honored in this way was Dan Dakich. 


Sports coincidences: Niner football, basketball, and 
baseball teams all opened their seasons against the 
number one ranked teams in the state. The football 
team started out by beating reigning state champion 
Bishop Noll. The basketball team played against Gary 
Roosevelt, forcing them into overtime. The baseball 
team defeated then number one LaPorte, stealing their 
top ranking. Also, all three teams advanced at least as 
far as regionals.

Supreme Court widens suspects’ rights 

In 1990 case Minnick v. Mississippi, the Supreme 
Court overturned the murder conviction because Min- 
nick gave his confession without a lawyer present. This 
decision expanded the interpretation of the rights of the 
accused listed in the Bill of Rights and previously de- 
bated in Miranda, 1966, and Edwards, 1981.

A Florida record vendor was cleared of all charges for 
selling to a minor 2 Live Crew’s album As Nasty As 
They Wanna Be, banned in that area for its cover art 
and explicit lyrics.

The National Endowment for the Arts resisted public 
pressure to regulate the artwork they fund, thus cur- 
tailing starving artists’ freedom of speech.

Solidarity leader Lech Walesa won a landslide victory 
over Stanislaw Tuminski in Poland’s first direct pres- 
idential election. Meanwhile, in Great Britain, high 
school drop-out John Major replaced Margaret Thatcher 
as Prime Minister.

Death and Taxes 

Subliminal suicide swan song 

Heavy Metal group Judas Priest was acquitted of 
charges that their music contained subliminal mes- 
sages, which encouraged one fan to shoot himself and 
his friend to attempt suicide. Judas Priest was found not 
guilty because the two fans were drinking and taking 
drugs prior to listening to the music, and the subliminal 
messages were unintentional. 

Assisted suicide 

The murder charge against Dr. Jack Kevorkian, a 
retired pathologist, for helping an Alzheimer patient and 
member of the Hemlock Society to kill herself using a 
machine of his invention was dismissed.

A rash of "bump and rob” crimes terrorized North- 
west Indiana.

Conservatives 
cried Hitler 


The world cried out with 
the Kuwaitis when Sad- 
dam Hussein and the Iraqi 
army invaded on August 2, 
1990. The United States 
sent troops to Saudi Ara- 
bia under Operation Des- 
ert Shield to check further 
Iraqi aggression. After the 
U.S started enforcing eco- 
nomic sanctions against 
Iraq, Hussein announced 
that Iraq would detain 
Westerners. Said Presi- 
dent George Bush, “They 
are, in fact, hostages." 

After the U.S., Egypt and 
certain European coun- 
tries acted against Iraq as 
well. In a summit, the 
Arabs voted against their 
fellow Arab nation’s inva- 
sion of Kuwait. Hussein 
still refused to pull out of 
the area, claiming that Ku- 
wait no longer existed as a 
sovereign nation: it was a 
province of Iraq. 

In December, Bush an- 
nounced a January 15 
deadline to evacuate Ku- 
wait, after which war 
seemed inevitable. Secre- 
tary of State Jim Baker 
and Tariq Aziz of Iraq met 
in Geneva for a last at- 
tempt at peace, but neither 
party was willing to con- 
cede its position. 

In January, after being 


called back into session, 
Congress debated and gave 
Bush the authority to wage 
war. Less than a day after 
the expiration of Bush’s 
deadline, U.S. warplanes 
attacked Iraq, aiming for 
Hussein’s missile sites and 
defenses. Iraq retaliated on 
January 18 by bombing 
Tel Aviv in Israel in an at- 
tempt to link the Kuwait 
situation with that of the 
Palestinians and rally the 
other Arab nations to their 
cause. The U.S. air war 
consisted of Patriot mis- 
siles dropped on military 
targets and interception of 
Iraqi Scud missiles. Iraq 
transformed the war into 
one of attrition by ravaging 
the environment. Iraq 
spilled much of Kuwait’s 
oil into the Persian Gulf 
and polluted the air by set- 
ting oil wells on fire. 

On February 24, the U.S. 
began ground warfare. Ira- 
qi soldiers immediately 
surrendered by the thou- 
sands because of their ill- 
treatment, forced service, 
and suffering from the 
U.N. supplies embargo. On 
March 2, 1991, one hun- 
dred hours after the 
ground war began, fighting 
stopped and the royal fam- 
ily returned to Kuwait.
